Forty Years Progress 


The Ohio Library Association meets again in Cleveland as it did for its first 
meeting in October forty years ago. 

From a group of thirty-three charter members we have grown to an association 
with over fifteen hundred members. 

The same objectives which brought that first group of librarians together 
in 1895 still holds as we meet this year. As stated in the report of the first 
meeting, the Association was organized to bring into closer relationship peopie of 
the state interested in founding and maintaining libraries; to develop a stronger 
growth of library spirit; to procure favorable legislation; to encourage the es- 
tablishment of new libraries; to increase the usefulness of those already in 
existence; to interest trustees; for active libraries to be in touch with and to help 
those that are weak. 

The Anniversary Committee has prepared for distribution to all members in 
attendance at the Cleveland meeting a handbook which gives an interesting story 
of the past, a picture of the present and a look into the future. 

The three days in which we come together for this fortieth anniversary con- 
vention will give opportunity for discussion of problems before us and for the 
renewal of old friendships and the forming of new ties. We will take home with 
us the inspiration which comes from contact with outstanding people in our own 
profession and in the world of books.

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Committee on State Aid 


When House Bill 312, providing for emergency funds for public libraries 
was passed by the Ohio Legislative Assembly and was signed by the Governor, 
the President of the Ohio Library Association appointed a committee representing 
the Association to advise with the State Library Board and Mr. Noon, State 
Librarian, in regard to the distribution of the state aid funds. 

This committee is composed of Miss Georgie G. McAfee, Chairman, Lima, 
Miss Corinne Metz, Akron; Miss Mildred Sandoe, Mansfield; Mr. Paul North 
Rice, Dayton with Miss Roena A. Ingham, Lakewood and Mr. Paul Noon, State 
Librarian, Ex-Officio. 

Among other recommendations which this committee made to the State 
Library Board was that some distribution of the funds is necessary this year 
but that the greater part of this emergency fund be reserved until 1936, when 
more definite requirements have been established as a condition for libraries 
participating in further distribution of funds. 

In compliance with the expessed wish of the State Library Board a com- 
mittee of the Ohio Library Association will continue indefinitely in an advisory 


capacity.
